wards he w'as m ade town constable, 
and was apparently satisfied in tins 
role. 
A t th e tim e of th e battle he 
was caught betw een th e lines while 
searching for a cow th a t had stray ­ 
ed. 
He participated in the struggle 
until forced to retire due to wounds 
received. 
On November 20. 1863, he 
attended divine service w ith Presi­ 
dent Lincoln in 
th e 
Presbyterian 
Church. 
Jo h n B u ras—-one of G et­ 
tysburg’s valient sons! 
C ontinuing along Chapel Avenue 
we come to th e M cClellan 
plot. 
Much can be w ritten regarding this 


old Scotch Irish fam ily. Two of the 
bodies in th is plot—nam ely W illiam 
M cClellan III, and his wife. M ary 
M agdalen 
Spangler, 
daughter 
of 
B altzer Spangler, were moved from 
th e private burial plot on th e old 
M cClellan farm on 
M arsh 
Creek. 
W illiam M cClellan III was th e son 
of W illiam II, who was 
born i n 
Coleraine, Ireland, in 1735 and with 
his fam ily cam e to M arsh Creek. 
York Co., in 1739. 
He died in 1796 
and was buried in the private fam ­ 
ily plot. 
W illiam III was born June 
21, 1763, and m arried M ary M ag­ 
dalen Spangler Jan u ary 
31. 
1788. 
He died July 27. 1831. 
He was the 
fath e r of four boys and eight girls 
of W'hom Jo h n H. w'a* th e youngest. 
Besides W illiam M cClellan III and 
his 
wife, 
four of th eir children, 
nam ely M aria M cClellan 
(Nov. 2, 
1802—July 19, 1860). 
Eleanor M c­ 
C lellan G illiland (Dec. 
21. 
1792— 
June 17. 1866). 
G. W. M cClellan 
(M arch I, 1806—July ll, 1873), and 
John H, M cClellan (M arch 5. 1818— 
June I. 1899), are buried 
in this 
plot. 
W illiam M cClellan IV Is b u r­ 
ied in another p art of Area D. 
We 
will w rite of him later. 
Of all the 
children Col. John M cClellan was 
perhaps th e best known. 
He was 
th e owner, as was his fa th e r before 
him. of the old Globe Hotel. 
He 
founded and m anaged th e M cClel­ 
lan O pera House. 
He was the first 
m an from G ettysburg to go up in a 
balloon, a feat to be envied at th a t 
tim e. 
W hen he died in 1899 his 
body was hauled to th e cem etery in 
a spring w'agon, a t his request.

rect descendants of this fam ily now 
reside in A dam s Co.

Revolution.

by 
reason of B ritish troops occupying 
Princeton, he returned hom e and 
volunteered as a private in th e first 
com pany of m ilitia raised in this 
section.

W illiam s A lexanders’ Co., an d sub­ 
sequently 1st Lieut, and th en C ap­ 
tain. 
He took p art in th e battles 
of B randyw ine; W hitehouse; Paoli: 
G erm antow n; M onm outh and served 
in num erous scouting parties with 
C aptain M ichael Simpson. 
He was appointed m agistrate, on 
good behavior, for life by th e King. 
Even afte r th is office becam e elec­ 
tive he held it for over th irty years.

d aughter of R obert and Agnes M c­ 
Pherson and she lies buried beside 
him . 
A lexander and Mary' Russell 
(Aug. 27, 1763—Sept. 29. 1850) were 
th e p aren ts of 
nine 
children 
of 
w’hom 
Judge 
Sam uel 
R. 
Russell 
(June 21. 1801—Aug. 15, 1894) was 
the m ost outstanding. 
Judge R us­ 
sell read 
law 
under his b rother 
Jam es W 
(later m em ber of Con­ 
gress from B edford Co.) an d was 
adm itted to th e b ar in 1823. 
He 
practiced in G ettysburg until 1851, 
w hen he was appointed Judge; a 
position he held for five years. 
T hree other children of A lexander 
an d Russell are also buried in this 
lot, nam ely H annah Russell (died

Dr. Jo h n Russell 
(died Dec 27. 1838), and M aria R us­

He was reelected to th e 12th Con­ 
gress to represent York Co. and to 
th e 13th and 14th Congress to rep­

C atherine L enhart (Oct.

20, 1859), a granddaughter of 
Yost Har bach, one of the early se t­ 
tlers 
in 
York Co. 
Edward and 
C harles 
M cPherson, 
sons 
of 
the 
above m entioned, are still rem em ­ 
bered by some of the old residents 
in th e county. 
D escendants of this 
fam ily still reside in G ettysburg. 
C ontinuing along Hillside Avenue, 
due east, a few steps from th e M c­ 
Pherson plot, we come to a plain 
stone

the sam e lot- reads as follows:

J. H ow ard W ert was a t one tim e

M any of his historical a r ­ 
ticles can be found in the old files 
of the Tim es and News Publishing 
Com pany.

We go on down the slope of the 
hill, and th e next graves to draw

tire grave. The inscriptions thereon 
read as follows:

Farnsworth was arrested last July 
and indicted on charges of deliver­ 
ing certain naval papers to two 
Japanese naval attaches formerly 
in Washington, Commander Yosi- 
yuki Itimiya and Lieut.-Com Okila 
Yamaki. Later he was charged with 
conspiracy to communicate secrets 
to these men. When he sought de­ 
positions from the Japanese officers, 
officials of the Japanese government 
said it could not force them to 
testify.
